It was a cold, cold morning for 
few homes in the county but 
most were able to remain com­ 
fortable despite the record below 
zero temperatures. 
Plumbers and others reported 
several instances of furnace fail­ 
ures 
for various reasons, thus 
giving some families a very cold 
dwelling until repairs could be 
effected. 
The plumbers also reported a 
number of homes had pipes frozen 
during the night. 
Many 
motorists 
had 
trouble 
w’ith frozen radiators or motors 
that failed to come to life in the 
extreme cold. 
GAS PR ESSU R E OKAY 
Julian Estep, manager of the 
Manufacturers’ Light and 
Heat 
Co. office here, reported installa­ 
tions made during the last seven 
years in various parts of the state 
for storing gas, plus new lines, 
“paid off”’ this 
morning. 
Gas 
pressures throughout the county 
remained normal despite heavy 
drains by the heating systems of 
hundreds of homes. Estep said 
at the present time about 48 per 
cent of the gas being used in the 
homes of Adams County is com­ 
ing from gas stored in abandoned 
oil wells in western Pennsylvania. 
Several years ago the gas com­ 
panies cleaned out the old dry 
wells and put millions of cubic 
feet of gas under pressure into the 
wells as a storage against cold 
spells. As a result, the stored 
gas is now being used to augment 
the gas coming by transmission 
lines from Texas, W. Virginia and 
western Pennsylvania gas wells 
and “we have plenty of gas,” 
Estep said. 
Adams Electric Cooperative and 
the United Telephone Co reported 
no effects from the cold spell on 
their systems. 
SOME ELEC TRIC AL TRO UBLE 
The 
Metropolitan 
Edison 
had 
trouble from the cold. Manager 
William Lentz said fuses blew in 
two 
transformers this 
morning 
cutting off power for a brief time 
to about 20 homes, eight in the 
Breckenridge St. area and the re­ 
mainder on E. Lincoln Ave. and 
part of Broadway and the Harris­ 
burg Rd. He explained that the 
“transformer” on Stevens St. to 
which firemen were called this 
morning when smoke and flame 
issued from it was actually a 
lightning arrestor. 
The lightning arrestor 
“blew 
itself apart” for some reason, but 
had no effect on current to any 
homes. Lentz said the cold weath­ 
er which contracts metal may 
have been the cause for the blaze 
in the lightning arrestor and the 
fuses falling in the two trans­ 
formers. He also reported a 13,- 
800-volt supply line broke near 
the pheasant farm along the Lin­ 
coln Highway east of here. Auto­ 
matic devices cut off the power 
as soon as the wires parted and 
other automatic devices switched 
from that line to other feeder 
lines simultaneously, thus there 
was no drop in the amount of 
electricity coming into the town. 
Lentz said he believes contrac­ 
tion caused by the cold may have 
caused the break. 


Damage totaled $200 but no one 
was reported injured when a car 
and a truck collided about six 
miles south of Hanover on the 
road to Baltimore Thursday aft­ 
ernoon at 2:30 o’clock.

In those broad undulating fields 
lying around Bethlehem, where 
Ruthh began her mission of glean­ 
ing. and where David tended the 
flock of his father. Jesse, shep­ 
herds were still keeping watch 
over their flock by night. But that 
was a night never to be forgotten. 
That night a star appeared that 
was destined to supersede the 
brightness of the sun, and to fill 
the whole earth with the glory of 
the invisible God. There were 
good tidings of great joy, brought 
by the Preacher, the angel of the 
Lord. This was the first herald of 
a new dispensation. It was a great 
occasion, but it was not what the 
wisdom of men would call an elo­ 
quent sermon. It was brilliant in 
its simplicity, though in meaning 
fathomless 
as 
eternity. 
"Fear 
not. I bring you good tidings of 
great joy" 'Luke 2:8>. It was that 
which all sermons ought to be. 
plain, pointed, practical, and pow­ 
erful. 
The hearers of this first sermon 
were the shepherds in the fields. 
They were tx>th intelligent and 
attentive to the message, for they 
were hungering and thirsting for 
the tidings of great joy. They were 


anxious souls looking for and long­ 
ing for His appearing. Just as the 
summit of the hill catches the 
first glimpses of the rising sun 
so these men. standing on the 
heights of believing expectation, 
are the first to be bathed in the 
glory that was coming to bless a 
sleeping world. 


MESSAGE WAS GOSPEL 
The message was the gospel, 
good tidings. There are six things 
about this that I would have you 
look at this Christmastime. This 
gospel, first, was composed of a 
mysterious message. Unto you is 


born this day in the city of David, 
the Saviour which is Christ the 
Lord. The Lord of glory lying in 
a manger, stripped of His inef­ 
fable majesty and wrapped in 
swaddling clothes. The sign of in­ 
finite 
grace 
and 
compassion. 
Secondly the tidings were good 
tidings. The voice on the mount 
at the giving of the law only 
brought fear and quaking. The 
gospel brings gixxl tidings because 
the Saviour is born. 
Thirdly, this Gospel was joy­ 
ful, for it brought good tidings 
of great joy. Fear not the depth 


of your sinfulness, the number of 
your sinfulness, the foes of your 
soul, or your weakness, for unto 
you is born a Saviour. We re­ 
joice in God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who has brought to 
us forgiveness of our sins 
Fourthly, these tidings were of 
a PERSONAL nature. For unto 
YOU is born this day in the city 
of David a Saviour. The voice 
of this heavenly wisdom is still 
crying out. Unto you. O men, I 
call. Hie shepherds could not but 
believe that this blessed message 
from God was for all that heard 


it. 
Hear and your soul shall 
live. This Gospel is unto you. 
Then it was a universal gospel, 
for it was given unto all people. 
When our Lord lay in His swad­ 
dling clothes, or when He stood 
before Pilate, He xvas in the eyes 
of men a very insignificant object 
compared with Pilate and the pa­ 
gan emperor of Rome, but where 
are they now? All nationa shall 
rise up and call Him blessed. 


"GLORY TO GOD" 
Finally this Gospel was con­ 
firmed. Suddenly there xvas a 
multitude of the heavenly host, 


praising God and saying, "Glory 
to God in the highest." This thing 
was not done in a corner. Those 
who believe in tile gospel will 
have ample reasons for clinging 
to it. Both miraculous and other­ 
wise. the Word of God has always 
been confirmed by signs follow­ 
ing it. 
May this Christmas bring a new 
awakening of the soul in response 
to God's good tidings of great 
joy in all of our hearts. Let there 
lie room in our hearts and lives 
for the Christ Child, though there 
was no room for Him in the inn.

LANCASTER, Pa. <AP>-In the 
still of the last hour of Christmas 
Eve a man and his wife steal out 
to the stables and go softly in­ 
side, alert for the slightest sound. 
“ Hear anything yet, M artha,” 
the man says after a while. 
“ Not yet, 
Paul, she replied, 
“ but soon. Yes, we shall hear 
them soon.” 
They stay until midnight, the 
dawn of Christmas itself, listen­ 
ing to the converse of the farm 
animals who serve them through­ 
out the year. 
This is one of the finest hours 
in the lives of the Pennsylvania 
Dutch. 
For the farm ers in particular 
believe that anyone who keeps 
vigil in barn or stable between 
ll and 12 o’clock on Christmas 
Eve will gain the gift of under­ 
standing animal talk. 
So M artha and Paul, like many 
before them and many on this 
sam e night, are living up to the 
Pennsylvania Dutch belief that the 
animal sounds take on special 
meaning and are comprehensible 
to human beings, this being a good 
omen for the new year. 


R U ST IC E L IX IR 
The Pennsylvania Dutch farm er 
builds many of his Christmas Eve 
hopes around the barns and the 
farm stock. Great store is set by 


what Is called farm er’s dew, a 
kind of rustic elixir. Its mystic 
property is thought to be so ben­ 
eficial that farm ers haul hay into 
barnyards on Christmas Eve so 
that it may be moistened by the 
dew. If that hay is fed to the 
stock the next morning, so the 
story goes, none of the animals 
will be lost in the new year. 
The charm works in other ways 
as well. For example, many a 
mother puts pieces of bread out­ 
doors, beyond reach of snoop.rg 
creature.*-, ana after the dew has 
moistened the bread it is given to 
the 
children. 
That 
assures 
no 
harm will befall them in the com­ 
ing year. 
Born of superstition and per­ 
petuated by custom, these folk­ 
ways are among the quaintest in 
the country. 


S IM P L IC IT Y R U L E S 
Simplicity rules Christmas ob­ 
servances in most Pennsylvania 
Dutch households. This is espe­ 
cially true in the sects known as 
Plain People. 
The Amish, just about the strict­ 
est of all, give presents only to 
the children, and even these are 
merely token gifts. They do not 
have Christ ma.- trees or lights or 
decorations. Often they do their 
shopping after Christmas, when 
prices are lower.

The LOST 
CHRISTMAS 


by Stanton M. Meyer 


Folks hereabouts still call 
'n the Big Road though 
there* are some that are wider and newer and even 
longer nowadays. And if you perch on one of our 
overpasses, say between Carlisle and Bedford, you 
can see why. Stay there for an hour on any summer 
afternoon and you'll sec the plates from almost every 
state in the Union go flashing past. But to really get 
‘the picture stand there at night and watch the trucks 
go by. Hear them growling up the long gentle grade 
near Fort Littleton, their headlights arrowing the 
mountain mist. Or see them in the westbound lanes,- 
coasting out under your feet like great ghostly ships in 
the dark, their square sterns all lit up like Christmas 
•trees. There go steel girders and guest towels: wrist­ 
watches, live turkeys and printing presses; and 'wher­ 
ever you live in the USA there s something in your 
home that s come over the Big Road, that s for sure. 
It carries the commerce of a nation and the Pentago n 
calls it the most strategic highway in the whole wide 
world. 


Tm talking about The Pennsylvania Turnpike, and 
mind you spell that first word with a capital ”T.” 
Like the man says on TV. I work there. I m a cop. 


My beat is east of Bedford down to where the moun­ 
tains end near the twin tunnels west of Carlisle. This 
is part of the original road before they put in the 
extensions and I ve been working for the P II since 
it opened in the tall of '40. I ve been traveling the 
Big Road tor twenty years I ve seen it gentle. And 
I ’ve seen it mean. I remember a lot of things. I ike 
the time we stopped traffic through the tunnels in '-id 
so the army could run through them with 41 big 
Tigs, each loaded with thirty thousand pounds of 
TNT, and wondering what would happen to Tus­ 
carora Mountain if one of them let go. Or the time 
we finally caught up with the Turnpike Bandit who 
had been sticking up cars and panicking drivers trom 
Irwin to Gettysburg Pike. We spotted him because he 
was carrying a ticket two d.«vs old. But I remember 
best the Christmas we lost the Big Road . . . and 
almost lost Christmas, too. Because it was a Christ­ 
mas without presents or hollv or a decorated tree or 
even mistletoe. And no Christmas dinner even. unless 
you want to count a box ot crackers, a pot o! coffee 
and three candy bars. The only thing that made if 
seem like Christmas were the carols we listened to 
and the happening that was like the first Christmas 
of all. 


lf you look al a map of middle Pennsylvania you Ii 
see why it's a trap tor some of the craziest weather 
in the world. The mountains run in long, parallel, 
gently curving chains trom northeast to southwest, 
with hardly a notch or gap tot hundreds of miles. 
The Endless Mountains, the Indians called them. 
Those mountains have been responsible for a lot ot 
things. They were responsible tor the biggest battle 
ever fought in America because Lees army came 
marching up one side of them and the Union army 
was hiking along the other and neither of them knew 
it till they ran into each other at a little place 
called Gettysburg. And those same mountains were 
responsible for what happened to us on the dav be­ 
fore Christmas. 


M ott of us watch the weather on IV nowadavs and 
we know that the big storm tracks move trom west 
to east. That s not the kind ct weather that bothers 
•us on the Big Road . . . the snow snaps off the Alle­ 
gheny Plateau, heading east, puts a white blanket on 
the ridge tops and sifts down to powder the vallevs 
We know- it's coming twentv-tour hours ahead and 
we have the plows and dozers and rigs to handle ii. 


But once in a blue moon a Gull low will ooze a clot 
of heavy, warm. wet air and it will hug the Blue 
Ridge through the Carolinas and \ lrginia all the way 
up into Pennsylvania. And then, just at that same 
moment, a big, cold, dry high will come roaring 
across the la k e s out of Canada, whirling clockwise 
like a huge pinwheel. As it rolls across New York 
Mate an arm ol that cold div mass Atli dart without 
warning down the valleys between the Pennsylvania 
ridges until it meets the warm wet air. Then, brother, 
watch out! All hell will bust loose. 


I was approaching Sideling Hill I unnei, eastbound, 
at 3:37 PM on Christmas Eve when I heard a vast 
rolling peal of thunder hevond the mountain It was 
nearly dusk and a kind of cloudy, coppctv gloom I 
switched to low-beain on im lights and nipped into 


the mile-long bore. Betore I got to the other end I 
knew something was tunny 
I couldn't see daylight 
ahead at all . . . just a big black turmoil which re­ 
flected white off my headlights. I drove out into the 
maddest, wildest snowstorm I have ever seen. A 
feather-bed twenty miles square and a mile thick had 
exploded in the sky with a hundred million electric 
tans blowing it every which way. I pulled over, my 
Mars light flashing, and slapped on my chains. Then 
I picked up my mike and spoke to Pete at Bedford 
control. 


‘T his is a dinger. Four inches already and starting 
to drift. Wind northeast, estimate thirty-five, gusts 
fifty-five. Better alert traffic west ot Sideling 
I'm 
moving east.'1 


‘ Roger,’' said Pete, “Shall I call Jean to hold dinner 
tor you?” I was due oft at seven. 


“ In a pig s ear. This could be a flurry or it could go 
all night. LH keep in touch. Out.” I tossed the mike 
onto the seat. Traffic was hugging the outside lane. 
crawling, the cars instinctively hunting shelter in the 
lee of the huge eighteen wheel rigs. The inside lane 
was clear except for the roaring whirl of the blizzard 
itself and my car bored through the murk. 


A mile beyond, the eastbound line of cars and trucks 
was turning slowly into the parking of a Howard 
Johnson. Now I would have the road to my scil. I 
sure hoped so because the drifts were already starl­ 
ing to build up. a foot-and-a-half. two feet deep on 
the concrete. I drove slowly, searching the west­ 
bound driveway with my spotlight. There were no 
cars. I checked with Carlisle control. 


“Okay, 92,” said C arlisle. * Patrol to Fort Littleton. 
Last of Fort Littleton interchange all traffic is clear 
and off the pike. W e’re holding traffic now at Tusca­ 
rora Mountain. Snow is light east of there. Repeat, 
patrol to Fort Littleton and get to hell off. It looks 
like we re going to lose the road.” 


fc.ven with chains now it was very heavy going The 
pavement would be clear a\ a dance floor in spots. 
Then I would have to bunt through three foot drifts 
Far away at my right, down beyond the Maryland 
line, a December thunderstorm was blasting away, 
its local turbulence sucking the northeaster greedily 
into the valley. I could hardly see. The familiar road 
was foreign and strange. And believe me. that's 
frightening. I ve seen her gentle . . . I ve seen her 
mean. I thought. Now shes so mean I can't even 
find the son of a gun. 


Across the road on the westbound shoulder I spotted 
a drift too big to be a drift. I swung across the me­ 
dian and stopped alongside. It was a sedan. Man and 
a woman inside. The man looked frightened in the 
flashlight beam. "Officer, can you get us to Bedford? 
We got to get to the hospital there. My wife is going 
to have a baby.” He turned to the woman beside him. 
“ The pains. Are they closer together?” He seemed 
more scared than she. A little wisp of a woman, onlv 
her eyes and her blonde hair were visible above the 
blanket which covered her. ‘ About twelve . . . no. 
ten minutes apart,” she said and her eyes followed 
me as I moved. Bedford? They'd be lucks to get a 
quarter of a mile in the storm. The snow was now 
two feet deep and drifting higher. "Wnat s sour 
name?” I asked. ‘‘Carlson. Jim Carlson,” the man 
said. 


I called Bedford control. I hey said we d lost the 
road. They said they d have a snow cat, a tracked 
vehicle sent for us. lf they could reach it. It was 
somewhere out in the blizzard. Without a radio. 
Meanwhile do the best I could. They'd get a local 
doctor at their end to give me advice over short wave 
if I needed it. The rest of it was in the book. Which 
meant in my head. 


We all got into nu car. Two miles east was an 
emergency PTC garage, unmanned on Christmas 
Eve. lf we could reach it. First time I ever drove 
east on the Big Road in the westbound lanes. It took 
us half an hour through the drifts, through the whirl­ 
ing. screaming storm, but reach it we did. It had a 
tow truck, a stove, a phone, an electric plate, a 
coffee pot, a kettle (thank G od’), a work bench and 
a radio. It was better than a stable. It had electricity. 
We moved inside. I brought the stretcher and the 
medical kit from my car. Then I went back and 
Rot a jar of instant coffee, a box of crackers and 


three candy bars and brought them in. too. I he wind 
tore at my clothes as I struggled the twenty feet. 


I fitted the phone. "O perator,” I said. "Get me the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike Commission police station in 
Bedford. And keep this phone open if vou have to 
tie up your whole damn sw itehboard." Then I got 
Mrs. Carlson to fie down in the stretcher and Mr. 
Carlson and I hoisted the stretcher up on the top of 
the work bench. Her pains were coming fast now. I 
took off my tunic and rolled up mv sleeves. "Carl­ 
son,” I said, "get a fire going in that stove and then 
melt and heat some snow water And then rig that 
fight over this table here ” I figured keeping him 
busy was the best thing I could do for him. 


I didn t need the doctor, but it was sure wonderful 
just to know he was there at the other end of the 
line I delivered the baby at tour minutes to twelve, 
normal delivery, no trouble at all. A good looking 
boy kid. seven pounds, give or take halt a pound and 
he yelled louder than the storm. We washed him and 
dried him and I wrapped him in mv spare shirt (cops 
carry every thing I and the blanket and he went to 
sleep neat the stove like a baby, which he was. 


Then we turned on the radio and there were Christ­ 
mas carols and I got lonesome for Jean and the kids 
and started to call her. But then I realized how late 
it was and hung up. I knew Pete had told her not to 
expect me. And Carlson and I heated some more 
water and made instant coffee and we had crackers. 
Mrs. Carlson said she wanted some. too. We left the 
radio on, playing softly. Mrs. Carlson went to sleep 
and Jim sat down next to her and held her hand and 
dozed off. I clambered up into the cab of the tow 
truck and took my shoes off. From where I sat, I 
could just manage to see the baby asleep in my shirt 
and the blanket in a tool box fined with newspaper. 
And I felt kind of good. A garage is better than a 
stable. I he stable didn t have a hot plate. Maybe not 
even a stove. 


I didn t sleep much I was worried about nu car. By 
day light I couldn t even find it, It was up above the 
roof fine in snow. So I couldn t radio in but I got 
the operator on the phone and called Bedford con­ 
trol. Pete's relief, Joe M artin, said the road was still 
closed and asked if we needed a helicopter. I told 
him I couldn’t see a square foot where the thing could 
land and he said they would probably have the snow 
cat to us in a couple of hours, anyway. Just sit tight. 


We listened to more carols on the radio and then to 
the news broadcast . . . it said we d lost the Big Road 


and told about the people at the Howard Johnson 
being hungry because thev'd eaten up all the food in 
the place and it told about Mrs. ( arisen and her baby 
and about me bringing it, Al Hansen. Mrs. Carlson 
said. "I didnt know your name was Al.” And Mr. 
t arisen said, "You must be a Scandihoovian. too.” 
And I said yeah, rhen we had some more instant 
coffee and crackers and we each ate a candy bar. 
And I thought about Jean cooking the turkey and I 
looked out at the snow and where the Big Road had 
been there was just one tremendous sheet of white 
about six te d deep and the snow vs as almost stopped 
and down at the turn I could sec wolf tracks. Imag 
me, wolf tracks on the Big Road. 


Pretty soon the snow cat came clattering up. Vke all 
got in and made it back to Sideling Hill Tunnel in 
about an hour. I here was an ambulance at the west 
portal and it took the Carlsons in to Bedford. I drove 
back with Art Levy in his patrol car— he d taken oft 
C hannukah the week before and was spelling one of 
the boys for work Christmas. I reported in and a guy 
trom the papers was there He took my picture. Then 
I signed off and went home. 


I told Jean to let me sleep till six and save me some 
tuikev. But she let me sleep the clock around. "Vkake 
up. you big lunk. 
she said, “it s morning ” 


I sat up and yawned. Then I remembered. “I lost 
my Christmas,” I said. “I lost Christmas. Jean.” 


She came over and kissed me. "No you haven't,” she 
said. ‘Ake saved it all for today. I'm putting the 
turkey on to roast now. We all ate frankfurters ves- 
terdav. Hurry and get up. 
I he kids want their 
presents.” 


I swung my feet out of bed and looked out the 
window 
I he sun was shining and the snow was 
like nu morn s tablecloth that she brought over from 
Sweden. From where I sat I could see the ramp to 
the Bedford interchange. Cars were rolling up it. 
lo ts of them were eastbound. The Turnpike was 
open We had the road back again. 


Hurry up, 
said Jean. "And Mr*. Carlson called a 
while ago. They'vt named the baby Al. after you. 
She wanted you to know.” 


I looked at the car* going up the ramp to the toll 
booths People were driving places again. The truck* 
were rolling, too. I thought of the Big Road. Soma 
times it s gentle. Sometimes it'* mean. Today it s a l 
gentle as a baby's smile. Then I smelled something 
cooking

miniature “space tchick" 
* for the aspiring young astro­ 
naut in the Toyland of the 1960s 
may be viewed by most persons 
na the very latest idea in play­ 
things. Yet it had its antecedents 
6,000 years ago. Yes, five thou­ 
sand years ago! 
Consider the origin of the 
•^Cockhorse," to whitn reference 
Is made in the Mother Goose 
rhyme known to generations of 
children: 
Ride on a cockhorse 
To Banbury' cross, 
To see an old woman 
Ride on a white horse; 


> Ring* en fire finger^ 
*.UlIs on her toes 
She shall have music 
Wherever she goes. 
The cockhorse Is an older name 
for the child’s rocking horse or 
hobbyhorse. It is not a fantastic 
surmise to link the term to Pe­ 
gasus, the winged horse of Greek 
legend. 
Upon some fragments of a 
▼ase of Greek origin dug up in 
the region of ancient Etruria (in 
central Italy) is an unmistakable 
representation of a boy riding a 
cockhorse. It illuminates refer­ 
ences— usually derisive — In the 
plays of Aristophanes, Aeschylus,

over 2,500 years old. It was dug up in ancient Etruria. 


Conventional cockhorse or hobbyhorse in the Victorian 
Era, from a tilth century story-book. Some were 
equipped with wheels. The term “hobby,” for pastime, 
cornea from hobby-horae, or stimulating preoccupation. 


Euripides and their contempo­ 
raries. You can imagine the de­ 
light of an Athenian audience 
upon viewing a comedian cos­ 
tumed in the likeness of some 
pompous general, hopping across 
the arena s stage upon a cock­ 
horse. 
The Greek cockhorse can be 
taken aa evidence that centuries 
ago men were speculating about 
human aerial locomotion, and 
that children were being helped 
by toymaker* to imagine them­ 
selves as flying like birds. 
For. as an historian has point­ 
ed out: 
“The toys that delight young­ 
sters at Christmas reflect the 
grown-up world in which the 
children live. It has always been 
so. Just as motor scooters, doll 
bikinis and space helmets are 
miniatures of 20th century ways 
of life, the playthings of genera­ 
tions ago mirror the customs and 
popular possessions of their time. 
Each generation’s toys have be­ 
come a revealing part of docu­ 
mentary history.” He concluded, 
‘Today’s novelties in playthings 
will 
become 
tomorrow’s 
an­ 
tiques.” 
He was not the first to real­ 
ize that a history of civilization 
could be illustrated well with 
photographs, drawings and other 
representations of toys. 
Some 
significant illustrations in d e e d 
could be found among the play­ 
things or representations of them 
uncovered by archeologist*. For 
example, 
the 
era 
when 
the 
wheeled vehicle was first used 
by man can be estimated accord­ 
ing to the dates of the earliest 
tombs in which chariots and 
other wheeled objects have been 
found. Th* oldest known exam­ 
ples of these are toys. 
Some Greek boys had plain 
stick-horses on which they be­ 
came cavalrymen of Alexander, 
charging the Persian hordes. 
Others with bountiful parents 
had cockhorses. 
What 
could 
have been more natural than for 
youths of ancient Greece, riding 
their 
cockhorses, 
to 
imagine 
themselves upon Pegasus, soar­ 
ing through the skies to the stars 
that blinked invitingly to them 
hi their hours of dreams. Icarus 
may have been a cockhorse rider 
who had such a dream. As those 
whose lives were enriched early 
by readings in the golden litera­ 
ture of Greece will remember, 
Icarus was the youth who ven­ 
tured into the air at Crete upon 
artificial wings constructed by 


Mb father. Exulting in Ms 
big conquest cf the air, Icarus 
forgot the warnings of his father 
and flew so close to the sun that 
the wax binding the wings to his 
shoulders melted, whereupon the 
boy feU into the I carien Sea 
(named for him). 
It has been made apparent b f 
In terne study of records of tho 
past and knowledge of human 
behavior that all ct the great, 
enduring legends had some basin 
In truth and have been handed 
down from generation to genera­ 
tion because they reflect human 
experience and aspiration. There 
is no doubt cf the existence of 
toy cockhorses in Greece. There 
may wall have b©en an Icarus 
in fact. 
More than two thousand years 
later, when balloons were novel 
toys, Cromwell Dixon, an Ohio 
boy of fourteen, was inspired to 
construct a pedal-driven airship 
having twin propellers. He flew 
extensively in 
1907-1911, 
the 
rival of Santos-Dumont, Zep­ 
pelin, Capt Tom Baldwin in 
aeronautics. He competed against 
much (rider men in America’s 
first air meet, at St. Louis, rn 
1907. Significantly, this youngest 
successful aeronaut in history 
named his craft “The Moon.” 
Down through the centuries, 
toys that have afforded the child 
the joys of vigorous, directed 
movement, or enabled him to 
command in miniature the work­ 
ing machines of the adult world 
have remained pre-eminently pop­ 
ular. The cockhorse or rocking- 
horse successively has been the 
space vehicle of the Greek wing­ 
ing into fray with the demigods 
on ML Olympus, the steed of the 
young Prince Valiant dashing to 
the rescue of “ye faire kuiyu,** 
the bucking bronco of the fear­ 
less Lone Ranger, Jr. 
There is criticism that too 
many of the 20th century play­ 
things do not satisfy the grow­ 
ing child in this respect Thus 
when he reaches an age when he 
can decide for himself on his 
pastimes, he satisfies pent-up de­ 
sires with fast automobiles and 
other violent means of self-ex­ 
pression. 
Toys have changed continuous­ 
ly in form, if not ta basic con­ 
cept of course. When not en­ 
gaged ta the manufacture of ma­ 
chines for industry or war, me­ 
chanics commonly have often 
turned to models or miniatures 
of them that became toys. More 
than onoe, a toymaker^ design

first of the steam engines to 
fragments excavated from th* 
has improved in some respect 
upon the full-sized machine, and 
thus provided a valuable idea for 
the builders of the latter, or has 
anticipated some revolutionary 
invention. 
Historians of natural philoso­ 
phy, the branch of learning from 
which all modem physical science 
and mechanics derive, usually 
start their chronologies of steam- 
power with the aeolipile described 
first by a man known as Hero 
of Alexandria. He lived rn the 
Second Century B. C. It was a 
miniature steam turbine that was 
revolved by reaction from the 
escaping steam. This principle 
was embodied in toys long be­ 
fore young James Watt built tile 


which he owes his fame. In fact, 
Watt may have been inspired by 
such a toy, instead of the tea 
kettle that supposedly led to his 
great discovery. 
Anyway, for 
more than a century after the 
steam engine became a common 
mode of power, the miniature 
steam engine was one of the 
most popular toys. 
In new forma, it is a favorite 
today, aa la the cockhorse- 
transformed now into simulated 
jet plane or moon car. It is more 
interesting to consider the play­ 
things of today after seeing 
those shown in or referred to 
works of art from the past. An 
ancient Greek vase, as old as the 


fragments 
Etruscan ruins mentioned aboves 
has a lad rolling a hoop. Verse* 
of the great poets of antiquity. 
Homer, Vergil and Ovid, docu­ 
ment the fact children of those 
times played ball games or cud­ 
dled dolls. Perhaps the most fa­ 
mous work of art depicting 
youthful pastimes. “Children at 
Play,” by the Flemish Old Mas­ 
ter Pieter Breughel, depicts 150 
different games and playthings. 
The artist’s setting was Flanders 
four centuries ago; spe.*flc-.lly 
1560, but much of it couii be a 
representation of what is hap­ 
pening on playgrounds today.

ND, MAMA, the President 
threw snowballs at us,” 
could have been a detail given 
parents by young guests of one 
Christmas party in the No. I 
family residence in the United 
States. 
The occasion would have been 
the December day in 1835 that 
Andrew Jackson had a party 
for Andy Donelson, the eight- 
year-old son of Mrs. Jackson's 
nephew and niece, John and 
Emily Donelson (cousins who 
-married). Emily took the late 
Mrs. Jackson's place as Presi­ 
dential hostess during much of 
the General's two terms and she 
had her two children with her. 
The President’s adopted son. 
Andrew Jackson, Jr., and the 
latter’s wife and young daugh­ 
ter were also present at Christ­ 
mas times to brighten Old 
Hickory's life. He regaled in 
the youngsters’ company. More 
than once he received official 
visitors with one child in his 
lap and others romping or 
crawling around. 
At the Christmas party in 
1835, there wasn’t snow for a 
regular snowball battle. 
The 
resourceful victor of the Battle 
of New” Orleans had imitations 
made of starched cotton. He 
delighted the young guests, if 
i not Mrs. Donelson and Mrs. 


Jackson, Jr., by getting into the 
fray. It is related that when 
the 68-year-old President was 
exhausted by the high-spirited 
exchanges, he shoved Vice Pres­ 
ident Martin Van Buren into 
his place in the contest, and 
had the Vice President repre­ 
sent him vigorously in other 
games arranged to enable the 
youngsters to “let off steam.” 
That veas not the first time 
the White House echoed with 
the merriment of children en­ 
joying traditions of St. Nicho­ 
las Day and Christmas brought 
to the country by Vhe Dutch 
and German settlers. Although 
strong feeling that Yuletide fes­ 
tivities were pagan still pre­ 
vailed in Puritan New England 
in their day, the John Adamses 
gave a White House Christmas­ 
time party for their grand­ 
daughter, Suzanna, 
in 
1800. 
That was the year the national 
capital was moved from Phila­ 
delphia 
to 
Washington 
and 
therefore the year of the first 
White House Christmas. The 
George Washingtons, who had 
observed Christmas in old Vir­ 
ginia fashion at his Presidential 
residences in New York and 
Philadelphia, never lived in the 
White House. (Mrs. Washing­ 
ton had a famous recipe for 
Christmas cake.)

Mr. Coolidge was the first

his reading on Christmas Eve 
of the Dickens classic, A Christ- 
mas Carol. 
The P. D. Roosevelts had a 
larger Christmas card mailing 
list than any Presidential fam­ 
ily before them. They also re­ 
ceived a record number of 
cards from citizens at large. 
The (tending of all sorts of gifts, 
including edibles, to the Presi­ 
dential Mansion a t Christmas 
time is a custom that was well 
established in Jackson’s time, 
and no President since then has 
had reason to have to buy a 
turkey. He has usually had th® 
finest of birds presented to him 
for his T h a n k s g i v i n g and 
Christmas table. *

John Adams’ s u c c e s s o r , 
Thomas Jefferson, was a wid­ 
ower whose older daughter, 
Martha, lived at the White 
House with her children and 
acted as the official hostess. 
Her children, who included the 
first baby bom in the White 
House—James Madison Ran­ 
dolph, in 1806—were joined by 
those of her sister, Mary, so 
that 
some 
Christmases 
the 
President had seven grandchil­ 
dren with him. Mr. Jefferson 
enlivened parties for them by 
playing the violin, with his pet 
mockingbird p e r c h e d beside 
him. His violin provided ac­ 
companiments for young dan­ 
cers. Jefferson was not the last 
Presidential musician. It can 
be guessed that Harry S. Tru­ 
man played the piano a t private 
Yule festivities. 
J 
EFFERSON'S Christmas par­ 
ties were confined to mem­ 
bers of his family and their 
close friends. His big public re­ 
ceptions on July 4, and “open 
house’’ at the Executive Man­ 
sion on January I, with all 
comers admitted for a demo­ 
cratic face-to-face exchange of 
greetings with the President, 


remained a custom through 
many Democratic and Republi­ 
can administrations. 
Most of the Presidents have 
kept Christmas exclusively a 
family affair, aside from brief 
appearances outside at such 
occasions as Christmas 
tree 
lightings. 
Thus, perhaps the 
most extraordinary Christmas 
party ever given in the White 
House was the one in 1857 at 
which bachelor James Buchanan 
was host. His guests included 
about three dozen Potto wato- 
mie, Pawnee and Ponca Indian 
chiefs who had been invited to 
visit Washington in the course 
of efforts of government agents 
to effect peace on the Western 
prairies. The big chiefs were 
presented with gifts by the 
Chief Executive. At least one 
chieftain was interested in se­ 
curing as a gift and a wife Bu­ 
chanan’s pretty blonde niece, 
Harriet Lane, who acted as the 
President's official hostess. 
While the Yule tree has an­ 
cient origins it was still a nov­ 
elty in homes in England or 
the United States in the first 
half of the 19th century. The 
first mention of a tree at the 
White House was during the 


tenancy of the Franklin Pierces, 
when they entertained pupils 
in the Sunday School of Mrs. 
Pierce’s church (Presbyterian). 
Theodore Roosevelt, the in­ 
spiration of that popular K>y, 
the “Teddy bear,” and who tol­ 
erated the most varied group of 
family pets in White House an­ 
nals—horses, ponies, dogs, a 
bear cub, pigs, a macaw, a 
badger, chickens, snakes—for­ 
bade his family to have a 
Christmas tree. As an ardent 
conservationist, he regarded the 
cutting of any young trees as a 
crime. T. R.’s children induced 
“Pop” to reverse his stand 
against a White House Christ­ 
mas tree by getting Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture officials to

/CHRISTMAS time! That man 
must be a misanthrope in­ 
deed, in whose breast some­ 
thing like a jovial feeling: is not 
aroused—in whose mind some 
pleasant associations are not 
.awakened—by the recurrence of 
Christmas. 


There are people who will tell 
you that Christmas is not to 
them what it used to be; that 
•ach succeeding Christmas has 
found some cherished hope, or 
flappy prospect, of the year be­ 
fore, dimmed or passed away; 
that the present only serves to 
remind them of reduced circum­ 
stances and straightened in­ 
comes—of the feasts they once 
bestowed on hollow' friends, and 
©f the cold looks that meet 
them now, in adversity and mis­ 
fortune. Never heed such dis­ 
mal reminiscences. There are 
few men who have lived long 
•nough in the world, who can­ 
not call up such thoughts any 
day in the year. 


Then do not select the mer­ 
riest of the three hundred and 
Sixty-five, for your doleful rec­ 
ollections, but draw your chair 
nearer the blazing fire—fill the 
glass and send round the song— 
and if your room be smaller 
than it w'aa a dozen years ago, 
or if your glass be filled with 
necking punch, instead of spark­ 
ling wine, put a good face on 
tbs matter, and empty it off­ 
hand, and fill another, and troll 
Off the old ditty you used to 
•tag, and thank God ifs no 


look on the merry faces of 
your children (lf you have any) 
aa they sit round the fire. One 
little seat may be empty; one 
•light form that gladdened the 
father's heart, and roused the 
mother's pride to look upon, 
may not be there. Dwell not 
upon the past; think not that 
•ne short year ago, the fair 
•hild now resolving into dust, 
sat before you, w’ith the bloom 
ct health upon Its cheek, and 
the gaiety of infancy in its 
Joyous eye. Reflect upon your 
present blessings — of which 
•very man has many—not on 
your past misfortunes, of which 
AU men have some. Fill your 


glass again, with a merry face 
and contented heart Our life 
on it, but your Christmas shall 
be merry, and your new year a 
happy oneI 


Who can be Insensible to the 
Outpourings of good feeling, and 
the honest interchange of af­ 
fectionate attachment which 
abound at this season of the 
year? A Christmas family-par­ 
ty! We know nothing in nature 
more delightful! 


There seems a magic In the 
very name of Christmas. Petty 
jealousies and discords are for* 
gotten; 
social 
feelings 
are 
awakened, in bosoms to which 
they have long been strangers; 
father and son, or brother and 
sister, 
W'ho have met and 
passed with averted gaze, or a 
look of cold recognition, for 
months before, proffer and re­ 
turn the cordial embrace, and 
bury their past animosities in 
their present happiness. Kindly 
.hearts that have yearned to­ 
wards e ac h other, but have 
been withheld by false notions 
of pride and self-dignity, are 
again reunited, and all is kind­ 
ness and benevolence! Would 
that Christmas lasted the whole 
year through (as it ought), 
and that the prejudices and 
passions which deform our bet­ 
ter nature, were never called 
into action a m o n g those to 
whom they should ever bo 
strangers! 
T 
HE Christmas family-party 
that we mean, is not a mere 
assemblage of relations, got up 
at a week or two’s notice, orig­ 
inating this year, having no 
family precedent in the last, and 
not likely to be repeated in the 
next No. It is an annual gath­ 
ering of all the accessible mem­ 
bers of Hie family, young or old, 
rich or poor; and all the chil­ 
dren look forward to it for 
two months beforehand, in a 
fever of anticipation. 


Formerly, it was held at 
grandpapa’s; b u t grandpapa 
getting old, and gran dm am a 
getting old too, and rather in­ 
firm, they have given up house­ 
keeping. and domesticated them­ 
selves with uncle George;

grand mama sends in most of 
Hie good things, and grandpa­ 
pa. always will toddle down, all 
the way to Newgate Market, to 
buy the turkey, which he en­ 
gages a porter to bring home 
behind him in triumph, always 
insisting on the man’s being re­ 
warded with a glass of spirits, 
over and above his hire, to 
drink “a merry Christmas and 
a happy new year" to aunt 
George. 


As to grandmama, she Is very 
secret and mysterious for two 
or three days beforehand, but 
not sufficiently so to prevent 
rumours getting afloat that she 
has purchased a beautiful new 
cap with pink ribbons for each 
of the servants, together with 
sundry books, and pen-knives, 
and pencil cases, for the young­ 
er branches; to say nothing of 
divers secret additions to the 
order originally given by aunt 
George at the pastrycook’s, such 
as another dozen of mince pies 
for the dinner, and a large 
plum-cake for the children. 


On Christmas Eve, grand­ 
mama is always m excellent 
spirits, and after employing all 
tile children, during the day, in 
stoning the plums, and all that, 
insists, regularly every year, on 
uncle George coming down into 
tho kitchen, taking off his coat, 
and stirring the pudding for 
half an hour or so, which uncle 
George good-humouredly does, 
to the vociferous delight of the 
children and servants. The eve­ 
ning concludes with a glorious 
game of blindman’s buff, in an 
early stage of which grandpapa 
takes great care to be caught, 
in order that he may have an 
opportunity of displaying his 
dexterity. 


On the following morning, the 
old couple, with as many of the 
children as the pew will hold, 
go to church in great state; 
leaving aunt George at home 
dusting decanters and filling 
casters, and uncle George carry­ 
ing bottles into the dining-par- 
lour, and calling for corkscrews, 
and getting into everybody’s 
way, 
I 
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When the church-party returns 
to lunch, grandpapa produces a 
small sprig of mistletoe from 
his pocket, and tempts the boys 
to kiss their little cousins un­ 
der it—a proceeding which af­ 
fords both the boys and the old 
gentleman unlimited satisfac­ 
tion, but which rather outrages 
grandmama’s ideas of decorum, 
until grandpapa says that when 
he was just thirteen years and 
three months old, he kissed 
grandmama under a mistletoe 
too, on which the children clap 
their hands, and laugh very 
heartily, as do aunt George and 
uncle George; and grandmama 
looks pleased, and says, with a 
benevolent smile, that grand­ 
papa was an impudent young 
dog, on which the children laugh 
very heartily again, and grand­ 
papa more heartily than any of 
them.

UT all these diversions ara 
nothing to the subsequent 
excitement when grandmama la 
In a high cap, and slate-coloured 
silk gown; and grandpapa with 
a beautifully plaited shirt-frill, 
and white neckerchief; seat 
themselves on one side of the 
drawing-room fire, with uncle 
George’s children and little 
cousins innumerable, seated in 
Hie front, ivaiting the arrival 
of the expected visitors. Sud­ 
denly a hackney-coach is heard 
to stop, and uncle George, who 
has been looking out the win­ 
dow, exclaims, "Here’s Jane!" 
on which the children rush to 
the door, and helter-skelter 
downstairs; and uncle Robert 
and aunt Jane, and the dear 
little baby, and the nurse, and 
the whole party, are ushered 
upstairs a m i d s t tumultuous 
shouts of "Oh, my!" from the 
children, and frequently repeat­ 
ed warnings not to hurt baby 
from the nurse. 
And grandpapa takes the 
child, and grandmama kisses 
her daughter, and the in fu ­ 
sion of t h i s first entry has 
scarcely subsided when some 
other aunts and uncles wi t h 
more cousins arrive, and the 
grown-up cousins flirt with each 
other, and so do the little cous­ 
ins too, for that matter, and 
nothing is to be heard but a 
confused din of merriment.

brought out in wheelbarrows. 
Coal

life, ranking No. I. in fatalities 
among U.S. industries. 
TWO RECEN T EXPLOSIONS 
Perhaps nowhere is this grim 
fact more realized than in this 
500-resident coal town on the Vir­ 
ginia-West Virginia border. 
Two underground explosions in 
the last three years have killed 
59 men who worked in the Bishop 
mine's rich but gassy coal seam. 
"I used to have a strong fear of 
my husband working there, until 
18 years ago when I became a 


Christian." 
Mrs. 
BlecLoe says. 
"Now I know the Lord can take 
care of him." 
Howard Bledsoe has been lucky. 
On the morning of the last dis­ 
aster he was one of the 188 men 
who had just entered the mine a 
few minutes before the blast.

Howard, though, wants 
to go to Florida. 
LOVES HIS WORK 
Whichever place it is, they say 
the deep faith they have nurtured 
here at Bishop will go with them. 
The Bledsoe family all are mem­

Church 
and 
both 
parents 
follow closely the denomination’s 
teachings. 
A

observance 
of the Sabbath begins at sundown 
each Friday and continues until 
sundown Saturday. 
Howard and his basses have an 
agreement he won t be called out 
on a shift during thase 24 hours.

I only looked into the pa­ 
triots’ hall, and saw thousands 
of flags, miniatures of George 
Washington's soldiers, toy rep­ 
licas of warships, m artial in­ 
struments, guns, and swords, 
drums and fifes. I would have 
been glad to examine the beau­ 
tiful books in the publishing de­ 


partment. I could only glance 
at the shelves, where I saw 
beautifully illustrated copies of 
“Mother Goose,” “Little Red 
Riding Hood,” “Jack tho Giant 
Killer,” 
“Robinson 
Crusoe,” 
and many others. 
The fairy bells sc charmed 
my senses that I could not 
think of anything clee. I turned 
to the kind-hearted saint. 
“You have an orchestra; can 
I but see them?” 
He did not seem to compre­ 
hend me. 
“Those exquisite, soft melo­ 
dies,” I said, “now swelling, 
now receding, like midnight sur­ 
ges w’hen the wind is asleep, 
like the sweetest breathings of 
Aeolian harps, or the music of 
the spheres; or is it a choir of 
birds, vying with each other 
in their songs?” 
“Ah, no; you were never be­ 
fore in Fairyland? There are 
no discords here. All the labor 
is a work of love—no jangling, 
no envy, no sloth—all is har­ 
mony, 
and 
harmony 
makes 
music. So the stroke of the ham­ 
mers, the creak of the saws, 
when love and good will guide 
the stroke, mingle into harmon­ 
ious sounds, that m ortals call 
music. It would be thus on earth 
if there were no discordant 
members—if all was love." 
I did not fully understand the 
logic, for the music grew sweet­ 
er, wrapping my senses in an 
ecstasy, and I seemed to float 
out of the charmed mountain, 
in a fairy boat, drunken with 


the wine of silvery chiming, 
and rocked into a lotus slumber 
on the waves of melody. And I 
dreamed that a choir of fairies 
went past, with wings of silver 
gauze, ringing Christmas carols 
on pale-blue flower-bells; and 
Santa Claus followed, with his 
reindeer and mammoth sleigh 
piled with toys, and gay wnth 
Christmas trees. And still my 
fairy boat rocked, among the 
stars, on waves of melody, until 
the carol of t h e flower-bells 
ceased, and I seemed to touch 
the shore. . . . 


When I opened my eyes, I 
found I was in my own bed, and 
Mamie was reaching up, as far 
as she could on tip-toe, to put 
her hand on my face, saving, 
“Merry ’Tismas! Mamie wants 
to tiss ’ou.” And w’hen I turned 
to lift her up, I saw in her arms 
the most beautiful waxen doll, 
robed all in white, with the 
prettiest little coronet on her 
head, and around her a cash- 
mere cloak, embroidered with 
lilies of the valley. 
“Santa ’Tans give It to Ma­ 
mie,” said the dear little girl, 
her cheeks aglow’ with excite­ 
ment and her blue eyes shining 
like tw’o Atars. 
My head was still giddy with 
the rocking of that fairy boat, 
and all th at Christmas Day, 
among those happy children, 
whenever I 
nodded drowsily 
amid their prattle and glee, I 
seemed to be sailing on weaves 
of music from those fairy bells.

GIVES ADVICE 
TO LOST FOLK 


LOS GATOS. Calif < AP - Tho 
next time you got lost in the moun­ 
tains. be a help to Russ Cone and 
stay put. 
Cone. 39. is a professional pur­ 
suer of people — 
with 
blood­ 
hounds. \bout 25 times a year he 
is called in to hunt for people 
lost in the wilds. 
In his spare time fie lectures on 
howr to get found. His No. I rule 
is “ stay where you are." Too 
many times a lost person wanders 
back 
into 
an 
area 
previously 
searched. 
Cone doesn't expect you to sit 
still on a log for too long, but be 
does want you to stay in the area 
the size of a city backyard. After 
that, he advises that you make 
some kind of a shelter, hang a 
white garment where it can be 
seen, make a noise by pounding 
on something with a stick and eat 
anything that does not taste bad 
or have a milky sap. 
POUND ON A T R E E 
If you try to yell for help, you 
will probably just wear yourself 
out. Pounding on a tree with a 
heavy stick will get much better 
results. 
Most hikeis wear dark cloth­ 
ing, so Cone suggests hanging up 
an undershirt because it is usual­ 
ly white 
The shelter 
gives you some­ 
thing to do and makes you fee! 
better at night, especially if you 
hear 
wild 
animals. 
However. 
Cone says on none of his 150 
searches has he heard of an ani­ 
ma! harming a live person. They 
smell humans from a distance and 
just clear out. he adds.

sponsor,

food 
company, made a study of P5 of 
his hunts and found that 64 per 
cent of those lost were children, 
which doesn’t make the hunting 
any easier. A ^-year-old boy. for 
example, can trave! IO mile.' or 
more the first day he is lost and 
four or five the next. That make.' 
for a huge search area 
QUESTIONS 
PAREN TS 
As soon as Cone arrives, he 
questioas parents about the la't 
child, gets a description for hunt­ 
ers. guesses from tile description 
how far the tot will go. and learns 
whether he is left handed 
Last persons usually wander in 
a circle, right handed ones to the 
right and vice versa.

who have trouble with their legs 


often go up hill. Cone thinks that 
is because their hands are nearer 
the ground that way — in case of 
falls.

Cone usually helps the sheriff di­ 
rect search parties in a likely di­ 
rection and then iL'Cs his dogs to 
narrow the search area. 
Cone says blood 
hounds can

well the direction the person went 
and follow the trail, even one that 
I is from three to five days old Wet 
weather or extreme heat lessen!

If the package is to be mailed, 
the box should be packed tightly 
and any spaces filled with crum­ 
pled paper or popcorn.

Many different pot plants are 
used to beautify and decorate the 
home 
at 
Christmastime. 
With 
proper care and treatm ent many 
will continue blooming for sever­ 
al weeks or more and some types 
may be held over for future floom 
the following year. There are sev­ 
eral important things to consider 
— light, tem perature, humidity 
and watering. 
Almost all require lots of light 
so that they may be placed in the 
brightest windows of the home on 
the southeast, south or southwest 
to receive several hours of sun­ 
light each day. 
FLOWERING PLANT CARE 
Mast flowering plants grow well 
at a tem perature of 60-65 degrees 
in the day and 50-55 degree^ at 
night and many of our homes 
are 
kept 
considerably 
warmer 
than that. If it is possible to move 
the plants to a cooler place at 
night the flowers will last much 


longer. The air in the ave rage 
home is much drier than is liked 
by plants, especially where a hot 
air furnace is used. Occasional 
syringing with fine w ater spray 
— pans of water over radiators, 
humidifiers in the modern homes 
— all help to add m oisture to dry' 
air. 
Most plants do not like blasts 
of hot air — so keep them away 
from a location too near a hot 
air duct or radiator but neither 
do they like drafts of any kind. 
Proper watering Is very important 
to pot plants. They should not be 
allowed to become too dry or near 
the wilting point — neither should 
they be overwatered so that the 
soil is soggy. All pots used by the 
florist for growing have a drain­ 
age hole in the bottoms to carry 
away excess water 
as 
it 
ac­ 
cumulates. Similarly, if the pot 
I stands in a saucer, em pty the 


care, ask your local extension of­ 
fice for Circular 488 entitled “ Your 
Holiday Plants.” Special care of 
many individual types such as 
lilies, hydrangea, poinsettia, cy­ 
clamen, 
gloxinia, 
begonia 
and 
others is described.

Nicholas, Santa Claus, Kris Kringle; 
and, of course, the carols. 
The w o r d "carol” derives from 
carole, or round dance, performed 
originally to the accompaniment of 
a single instrument, such as the flute, 
or to the chant of joyous songs re­ 
flective of folk beliefs, customs, as­ 
pirations. The w o r d carol became 
identified mainly with songs of reli­ 
gious affirmation late in Hie Chris­ 
tian era. Many of the original carols 
of non-religious origin remained tra­ 
ditional recitations in Christmas gath­ 
erings, having been passed on from 
generation to generation of children 
at the mother's knee, through broad­ 
sheets or early books printed from 
wood-blocks. One of the oldest books 
published in English is a compila­ 
tion of these so-called nursery rhymes 
made by Wynken de Worde, succes­ 
sor to William Caxton, some of which 
are in the form of riddles such as 
those quoted In this page. 
All of the verses that follow have 
come down through centuries of fam­ 
ily gatherings at Christmas or New 
Year, as integral parts of Western 


culture. Other works that men sought 
to hand down to posterity—master­ 
works 
of 
architecture, 
paintings, 
sculptures, machines, mosaics, and 
such—have vanished even from rec­ 
ord. These rhymes have remained in 
minds and hearts, stimulating mem­ 
ories of earlier, happier days.

But the struggle wasn’t over. 
Puritans in England held that 
no feast of human origin should 
outrank the Sabbath and did not 
celebrate Christmas. When they 
came into power in 1644 Parlia­ 
ment ordained that Christmas cel­ 
ebrations be banished from the 
land, and there were punishments 
for violators. 
The Puritans fell from power 
in 1660, and Christmas returned 
to m erry England; but the .zeal of 
Puritan immigrants to America 
persisted to the latter part of the 
last century. 
Christmas celebrations were for­ 
bidden in Puritan colonies, and 
Dec. 25 was a common workday 
in Boston until 1856 As late as 
1870, in fact, classes were held 
on Christmas day in Boston's pub­ 
lic schools. 
But 
immigrants

countries cam e to America, too. 
and brought not only the feast but 
most of the Christmas customs 
we since have come to regard as 
“American, ”

Plainly the birth of Christ was 
one of the most significant events 
in the history of the w’orld. 
It brought lordly kings to a low- i 
ly stable; 
it caused 
Herod of

reckoning—anno Domini.

no one knows

Christmas was not one of the 
earliest Christian festivals, and 
before the fifth century there was 
no general agreement when to;

Various chronologists suggested 
May 20, April 19, Nov. 17 and 
other dates, but most churches 
resolved the problem simply by 
including the birth celebration in 
the baptismal feast of Jan. 6. 
Meantime. the chief pagan fes­ 
tival of the day was “ Natalis 
Invicti Solis"—the birthday of the 
unconquerable sun.

The highway is teeming with 
holiday traffic. The darkness is 
pierced by glaring headlights and 
the cheerful yuletide ornaments 
on an occasional house. 
In the traffic pattern, a tired 
motorist, impatient with the chil­ 
dren romping in the backseat, and 
happy to be in the homestretch, 
cut carelessly out of his lane 
There is a crash, and Christmas 
Eve becames a night of black 
despair for this family. 
Suburban traffic is thick. The 
mind of a businessman driving 
home from an office is befuddled 
Suddenly, the car ahead squeals 
to a stop. The businessman, well 
primed 
with 
Christmas 
cheer, 
keeps going. Metal grinds against 
metal and another family is be­ 
reaved. 


CRASH ES ARE P R E V E N T A B L E 
Does this describe Christmas 
Eve in Pennsylvania? Or do we 
envisage the family decorating the 
Christmas tree and children beside 
themselves in the anticipation of 
reindeer hooves on the roof? 
The tree trimming and the rein­ 
deer are what we like to think 
of. The highway crashes result too 
often. The tragedy is that these 
crashes are preventable. 


Last Christmas, during the en­ 
tire holiday weekend. 26 people 
lost their lives in a 78-hour period. 
Nine persons died during the 
initial six hours. 
In other words, every 40 minutes 
during the holiest evening of the 
year, a life was snuffed out in 
a traffic accident. 
What can we do about it? It is 
within the power of every mo­ 
torist to prevent a repetition of 
this tragedy. 
The rules are simple. 
1. If you are traveling, plan 
your trip so as to be off the 
thickly travelled highways at the 
rush hour. 
2. Don't drive when you are im-! 
patient, irritated or exhaused. 
3. If you are consulted about 
an office party, suggest that it 
be dry. If your suggestion is not 
taken, don’t drink if you must 
drive. 
4. If possible, stay home with 
your family. Christmas Is a time 
for family celebration. 
During the Christmas season, 
be a little more courteous, a little 
more considerate, a little m ore. 
careful than usual when behind 
the wheel. 
By following these rules, you 
will be helping immeasurably to 
keep Christmas in Pennsylvania 
this year the season of peace and 
jgood will about which the angels 
sang 2.000 years ago.

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Mother Learns HowToTell 
lf And When Baby Is Sick

A young mother with her first 
baby often worries that her baby 
u sick. She doesn’t know what a 
sick baby looks like so she fears 
that each little sneeze or coughj 
means her baby is sick. After she 
has had several children, she 
learns 
the 
signs 
of 
sickness j 
But in those early months she 
may be needlessly worried 
A mother needs to know what 
signs are serious and call for the 
doctor’s immediate attention and 
what signs are not so serious and 
can safely be treated at home 
and then the doctor called if nec­ 
essary. 


A baby changes rapidly as he 
grows and develops but certain 
kinds of changes may mean that 
he is sick 
TWO CHANCES 
The sudden changes are of two 
kinds. First, those acute things 
that anyone can recognize as signs 
of illness, a convulsion, a hem­ 
orrhage, a high fever 
Second. 
those vague changes which are 
first apparent to the mother who 
knows her baby better than any­ 
one else. Has the baby been more 
irritable than usual, has he eaten 
as usual, or has he been more 
restless in his sleep? 
Some signs of illness may be 
the beginning (rf serious disease 
and should have the immediate at­ 
tention of the doctor. The follow­ 
ing are serious signs: 
A sudden very high fever, es­ 
pecially if the baby seems tense, 
jittery and jumpy. He may be on 
the verge of a convulsion. A phone 
call to your doctor may give you 
advioe to avoid a convulsion. 
LIP S TU RN C RA Y 
Difficulty in breathing. 
Hoarseness which developed sud­ 
denly, especially if there is also 
a hard barky cough. 


A blue or gray color to the 
lips and face, especially if the 
child seems listless. 
Blood in the stool 'not just a 
drop but a large amount) 
If your baby shows any of these 
signs, put him to be in a quiet 
place and phone your doctor as 
soon as possible regardless of the 
!hour. Your doctor will tell you 
what to do immediately and make 
arrangements to see your child. 


N EED DOCTOR 
When your baby shows any of 
these serious signs of trouble there 
isn't much doubt in your mind 
that you need the doctor, but there 
are a host of less serious ail­ 
ments that may leave- you in 
doubt. The following may indicate 
illness but they are not emergen­ 
cies: irritability or restlessness, 
loss of appetite, vomiting, diar­ 
rhea. constipation, pain, running 
nose, cough, rash, fever, inability 
to move part of his body. 
If your baby shows any of these 
signs take his temperature. If it 
is as high as 104 or 105, consider 
it an emergency and call your 
doctor. 
If the temperature is from 101 
to 103, call your doctor as soon 
as convenient, but not in the mid­ 
dle of the night. 
If your baby’s temperature Is: 
not above 101, put him to bed and 
watch him for awhile. It may be | 
that you know of some cause for 
his apparent ill health, such as 
undue excitement or fatigue. All 
he may need is rest and quiet, 
and he will be all right, lf he 
doesn’t show some improvement 
in a day, get in touch with your! 
doctor.

Final 1960 Steel Production Ran 
31 Million Tons Behind Estimate

PITTSBURGH 
(AP) - Labor 
peace came to the steel industry 
at the outset of 1960 and all signs 
pointed to a record business year. 
But slumping production and un­ 
employment smothered the poten­ 
tial boom, 


As the new decade began, som e 
steel officials confidently predict­ 
ed unparalleled production of 130 
million net tons—or more—for the 
year. 


The final figure at year's end 
was in the neighborhood of 99 mil­ 
lion tons. 
SIXTH BEST YEAR 


This still made i960 the sixth 
best tonnage year in the books— 
thanks to a tremendous start. But 
the average operating rate was 
only about 67 per cent of capacity. 


For a time, it seem ed forecasts 
of a boom year might hit the 
mark. The nation’s mills, running 
near full speed after the record 
116-day strike of 1959. produced 
34.739.210 tons in the first quarter 
—tops for any three-month period 
in history. 
Then steel 
consumers, 
taking 
stock of bulging inventories, be­ 
gan reducing orders. Mills slowed 
down; furlough notices went up, 
The 
industry’s operating rate 
slipped from a peak 95.7 per cent 
in January to 42.2 per cent in the 
July 4 holiday week. 
TEMPO PICKED UP 


The tempo picked up little in 
succeeding months, fluctuating in 
or near the 50-55 per cent range.

The other type of gland in the 
skin of the ear canal is a sweat 
gland, but a special kind of sweat 
gland found only in the hairy 
areas of the body. Over the hair­ 
less parts of Hie lx>dy a watery

secreted which

keeps the body cool. In the hairy 
areas the sweat Is a milky sub­ 
stance. rich in fatty material and 
with a distinct odor. 
In the ear canal this sweat has 
a definite function. 
Its 
watery 
nature softens the waxy substance 
secreted by the sebaceous glands 
and makes the resulting mate­ 
rial malleable enough to conform 
to the shape of the canal. The 
soft wax is pushed to the outside 
of the canal where it breaks up 
into tin} particles which fall out

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Scribe Says Rusk Will Do 
Less Talking, Traveling

WASHINGTON (API—A lot less 
talking and a lot less traveling. 
Those will probably be two basic 
differences between the way the 
late Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles 
handled foreign af­ 
fairs and the way Dean Rusk, who 
will take office as secretary next 
January, will do his job. 
There's another: Rusk appears 
to be more of a teamplayer than 
Dulles, who ran a one-man show. 
Right at the beginning of 1953 
the nation got an early insight— 
although this wasn’t realized at 
the time—into how President Ei­ 
senhower’s new secretary, Dulles, 
would operate. 
Rusk. President-elect John F. 
Kennedy's hand-picked secretary, 
has already perhaps given an ear­ 
ly insight into his ideas on run­ 
ning the State Department. If so. 
they are quite different from Dul­ 
les’. 


Only six days after taking of­ 
fice on Jan. 21, 1953, Dulles was 
making a report on Eisenhower’s 
foreign policy before it had even 
begun. 
It set the pattern for many sim­ 
ilar reports and public pronounce­ 
ments to follow in the next six 
year: before Dulles died May 24, 
1959 
Only nine days after taking of­ 
fice he dashed overseas for a 10- 
day European survey. This set a 
pattern, too. Dulles made so many 
overseas trips he became far and 
away the mast traveled secretary 
of state in history. 
But this traveling brought him 
a lot of criticism on grounds like 
these:

Therefore, it would be unusual 
if Rusk attempted to start out 
with the same take-charge air 
that Dulles showed. Rusk doesn’t 
seem to 
approve of traveling 
around anyway. 


NO T R A V E L PLA N S 
He said “too much personal 
travel can get to be a bad habit.” 
On Dec. 12, when Kennedy ap­ 
pointed him. Rusk was asked by 
newsmen if he had any very ear­ 
ly travel plans. He said no. 
Nor does he seem anxious to 
start 
making public pronounce­ 
ments about foreign policy prob­ 
lems in a hurry. 
He told the same reporters on 
the same day when asked his for­ 
eign policy views: 
“I think it 
would be w iser for me not to get 
into specific questions on policy 
matters . . . at this time.’’ 
Rusk, judging from what he re­ 
portedly 
thought 
before 
being 
named secretary, doesnt mini­ 
mize the role of the secretary of 
state in foreign policy but con­ 
siders the role of the president 
in that field as of the first im­ 
portance 
This attitude may explain in 
part why Kennedy picked him aft­ 
er looking over the field of likely 
I prospects for the job.
